information on the documents" is the computer system preparing an application, or, a 
user refers to the information and makes an application for another country. 

positively claimed whether the other country is a user specified country or a 
randomly selected country. 

In response to this office action, applicant is request to send a response 
positively claiming the invention which the applicant regards as their claimed invention.
